Andrew Carnegie. The organ will be 
placed in position as soon as possible 
and will, when so placed, fully com­ 
plete in every detail the m agnificent 
structure

to worship. 
“The am ount of labor in detail nec­ 
essary for the consetruction of so ex­ 
tensive a building has called the ves­ 
try together at th irty 
sessions, of

“It is our sad duty to report

New York, May 8.—Tuesday’s stock 
m arket showed all the gradations of 
sentim ent, from buoyant elation a t the 
opening to disorderly alarm , verging 
on dem oralization, in the latter part 
af the day.

N orthern Pacific. 
•The extraordinary demand for th at 
stock continued, and it alm ost dupli­ 
cated M onday’s rise, advancing an ex­ 
trem e 2 2 ^ , compared with 23 Mon­ 
day. 
In 
the 
early 
dealings this 
strength retained a part of its sym­ 
pathetic influence. 
The reason for 
the rise exerting depressing influence 
on the rest of the m arket was shroud­ 
ed in as m uch m ystery as the whole 
m ovem ent has been. As the day drew 
tow ard the close rumors 
began 
to 
gain currency th at the enorm ous de­ 
mand for this stock of the last two 
days w as th e result of a desperate 
effort to regain control on the part 
of insiders. 
The supposition is th at 
the recent effort to secure control o: 
Union 
Pacific 
led to a retaliatory 
m ovem ent on the part of the power­ 
ful capitalists who control Union P a­ 
cific to em barrass the N orthern Pa 
cific in terests with an enforced con­ 
test to m aintain their control. 
The 
success of the plan m ust be adm itted, 
if such a struggle is really the cause 
of the buying in N orthern Pacific. 
The brokers employed in the buying 
serve, as som e corroboration for such 
a supposition. 
A house which was 
credited w ith buying 200,000 shares 
Monday was a buyer of tens of thou­ 
sands of shares Tuesday, and was at 
the sam e tim e lending out the stock 
for the benefit of the shorts to an 
am ount estim ated at 100,000 shares, 
thus striving to allay the alarm of the 
short interest, and thus discouraging 
the hypothesis that the buying move­ 
m ent was designed for 
a 
squeeze 
against th e shorts. 
The appearances 
rath er w ent to show th at the short 
in terest was among the insiders. The 
presum ptions which m ight flow from 
the fact of such a struggle between 
g reat groups cf capitalists had a chill­ 
ing effect on the whole speculation.

Interesting Day In Arizona. 


Phoenix, Ariz., May 8.—The prest 
dential party spent an interesting day 
in A rizona Tuesday. 
The beautiful 
turquois sky, bright sunshine and in 
vigorating air afforded the party much 
relief atter the hot and dusty ride 
of Monday. 
About two hours in the 
morning at the Congress gold mine, 
up in the clouds of the Blue Tank 
mountains, were replete 
with 
inci­ 
dents, and were thoroughly enjoyed. 
A large 
American flag was draped 
across the tunnel through which the 
president passed and after he emerged 
te told the little group of miners who 
congregated about the train that he 
tad seen Old Glory 
floating from 
tower and state house and warship 'n 
many different places, but that never 
before during his life had he seen 
the American flag 1,500 feet under 
{.'round. Leaving the rich mining sec­ 
tion in the mountains 4.000 feet above 
sea level, the train dropped down into 
the green Salt river valley, with its 
waving alfalfa meadows and big herds 
of cattle. 
This valley is called the 
garden spot of Arizona and was re 
claimed by irrigation. 
Monday, pass­ 
ing through New Mexico, and Tues­ 
day in Arizona, the cow punchers at 
the stops along the route inquired 
vociferously 
where 
“Teddy” 
was. 
Many of the vice president’s rough 
lideis during the Spanish war were 
recruited in this section, and there 
was Touch disappointment 
that he 
was not in the party. On the way to 
Phoenix the tire of one of the wheels 
of the engine tender became loose, 
and for the first time since the long 
journey began the telegrapher witn 
the train was compelled to climb a 
telegraph pole to tap the wire.

TO PAROLE THE YOUNGERS. 


Minnessota Prison Managers Favor 
It—Board Must Approve. 
St. Paul, Minn., May 8.—At a regu­ 
lar meeting of the board of managers 
of the state prison at Stillwater unan­ 
imous action was taken in favor of 
parol ling Cole and James Younger 
now serving life sentences. 
Before the parole can be effective 
all three members of the state pardon 
board must approve it, and the action 
will be submitted to that bony as soon 
as possible. 
This is in accordance- 
with the new law, which allows the 
parole of life prisoners after about 
24 
years’ 
imprisonment, 
being 35 
years, less time gained by good be­ 
havior. 
Paroles usually are granted bv the 
prison management alone, but iii the 
case of life prisoners unanimous ap­ 
proval of the board of pardons is also 
necessary, and such paroled life pris­ 
oners cannot leave the state. 
The pal don board does not meet 
regularly' until 
July, 
but a special 
meeting may be called if the mem­ 
bers of the board consider one nec­ 
essary. 
Cole, James and “Bob” 
Younger 
have been in Stillwater since 1876 for 
the Northfield (Minn.) bank robbery 
and the murder committed during that 
raid, in which they participated with 
the James gang. 
The James brothers, 
Jesse and Frank, 
escaped to Mis­ 
souri. 
Two 
members of the gang 
were killed and Bob Younger died in 
prison. 
Owing to the peculiar cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the capture 
of the Youngers efforts have been un­ 
ceasing to obtain their pardon. They 
might have escaped at the time, but 
remained behind to care for one of 
the gang who was mortally wounded, 
and whom, it is said, the others fa­ 
vored killing.

C onareivatlona W h ic h M eet In Inna, 
W in d in llla an d B oats. 
A public house is one of the last 
places one would expect to be used as 
a place of worship. 
The inhabitants 
of Twyford, a village near Winchester, 
would not consider this* at all a nov­ 
elly, because for several years past 
the Phoenix inn lins been used Sunday 
for religious purposes. 
The room in 
which the religious services are held 
will comfortably hold about200people 
and opens at the back on to a pretty, 
tea garden. The most remarkable fea­ 
ture of the services Is that they are of­ 
ten conducted while the public house 
is open for business purposes, and the 
customers eau join in the singing if 
they are so disposed. 
There are two or three instances of 
public houses which have been con­ 
verted into churches, and there are j 
also two or three theaters which are 
now' places of worship. The Fen dis­ 
trict possesses a canalboat church. 
There are a large number of people I 
who live some distance away from any 
church, and the canalboat church trav- j 
els from place to place for the benefit ! 
of such folk. 
The boat will seat a 
congregation of about IOO. 
The old chapel of ease at Tunbridge 
Wells lias a unique situation. It stands 
In two counties and three parishes. 
When the clergyman leaves the vestry, 
he comes out of the parish of Front of 
Sussed. If lie is going to officiate at j 
the altar, lie walks into the parish of 
Tunbridge, in Kent. 
If, on the other 
hand, he is going to preach the sermon, 
he walks from the parish of Fra ut to 
the parish of Speldhurst on his way to 
the pulpit. 
The cliapel at Milton Bryant is situ­ 
ated in the village pond. The reason 
for the selection of this strange site 
was because no landowner would 
would grant any other position. 
The “windmill” church near Relgato 
is familiar to London cyclists. Not so 
familiar is the underground church at 
Brighton.

We m ay marvel at grubs growing fat 
and succulent upon such unpromising 
fare as old timber affords, but that 
achievement is improved upon by the 
insects that prefer to draw their on 
tire nutrition from woolen fabrics, fur. 
horsehair, feathers, tanned leather and 
the like and apparently without ever a 
desire to “wet their whistles” by any­ 
thing of a juicy nature. 
Any small, 
silvery winged mot Ii that is seen flit­ 
ting about the house is regarded as a 
“clothes moth,” but every one killed is 
not an enemy, fof there are a number 
of moths of similar size and appearance 
that come from outdoors and have been 
occupied as grubs in destroying green 
leaves. 
It is a common error to sup­ 
pose that it is tile clothes moth that 
does the mischief, tbough by destroy­ 
ing the moth we prevent the laying of 
innumerable eggs from which come the 
consuming larva*, whose cutting jaws 
would be actively and incessantly em­ 
ployed in mutilating choice fabrics and 
valuable furs. 
These caterpillars are 
rarely seen by the housewife because 
their first care on leaving the egg is to 
disguise or bide themselves. 
The Clothes moth proper has yellow­ 
ish gray wings, With three or four in­ 
definite brownish spots upon them, and 
in consequence of its marked prefer­ 
ence for furs it is known to science as 
Tinea pellionella.—Good Words.

W ithout Sacrificing Manhood. 
9 Samuel Gompers presided, and in 
Opening the meeting expressed the 
hope that a new epoch had come iii 
the relations of labor arid 
capital. j 
“ We want industrial peace, but not 
at the sacrifice of any of the cle­ 
ments of manhood,’’ he said. 
“The 
increased growth in the organization i 
of labor has brought greater response j 
bilities. 
The work is going ahead 
actively, however, and we are meet-1 
lug our problems in a practical way, 
(We are dealing with living men, and 
living women, and living children in 
the hope of better things for all. The j 
laboring people insist that they be

We m ay marvel at grubs growing fat 
and succulent upon such unpromising 
fare as old timber affords, but that 
achievement is improved upon by the 
insects that prefer to draw their en­ 
tire nutrition from woolen fabrics, fur. 
horsehair, feathers, tanned leather and 
the like aud apparently without ever a 
desire to “wet their whistles” by any­ 
thing of a juicy nature. 
Any small, 
silvery winged moth that is seen flit 
ting about the holist? is regarded as a 
“clothes moth,” but every one killed is 
not an enemy, for there are a number 
of moths of similar size and appearance 
that come from outdoors and have been 
occupied as grubs in destroying green 
leaves. 
It is a common error to sup­ 
pose that it is the clothes moth that 
does tile mischief, tbough by destroy­ 
ing the moth we prevent the laying of 
innumerable eggs from which come the 
consuming larrup, whose cutting jaws 
would be actively nnd incessantly em 1 
ployed in mutilating choice fabrics and 
valuable furs. 
These caterpillars are 
rarely seen by tile housewife because I 
their first care on leaving the egg is to 
disguise or bide Themselves. 
The clothes moth proper has yellow­ 
ish gray wings, with three or four in­ 
definite brownish spots upon them, and 
in consequence of Its marked prefer­ 
ence for furs it is known to science as 
Tinea pellionella.—Good Words.
